TfiE BUggostions of our correepon'* 
dent " S." are good, and ihould com- 
mand tho attentioa of our oommorciul 
man, particularly the mombers of tho 
Chamber of Commoroo. "With such a 
body the question would bo properly 
argaed, and tbo value of a Free Port 
made thoroughly clear, or tbe reverse 
established. Allhougb, in our opinion, 
' tb« privilege would not bo ooncedod to 
D8 without a sacrifioe of consistoncy 
on the part of Canada; still a respect- 
fnl address to the Canadian PuriiuB 
ment, lettiog forth,ln a common sense 
light, tbe advantages that would follow 
the eBtablisbment of a Free Port hero, 
and tbe loss resulting from its abaonco, 
would be received with every court opy 
and carefully considered. Oo tho con- 
trary, it upon mature consideration it 
was thought UDadvisable to press tbe 
matter, th6re are other subjects of 
equally serioos import wbtoh demand 
the earnest attention of oor merchants 
before our destinies are irrevocably 
fixed. It must be remembered that 
we cannot look for a more than pro^ 
portionato representation at Ottawa, 
80 that if wo desire to have our ro< 
qniremonts understood Ihoy should be 
properly represented now, any future 
evil consequences from negligence on 
our part must bo accepted as tho 
merited ponishmeut of people who do 
not attend to ihoir own basinoHs. Tbe 
destiny of this Celony will bo mainly 
influenced by commerce ; it is, theroK 
fore, our duty at this juncture to keep 
inch points of importance as may at 
nqme future period affect our progress, 
before tbe attention of thoHo who, 
witbont such prenaonitions, may hero- 
attcrbe the innocent causes of much 
misfortune. Let the gentlemen form- 
ing the Chamber of Comtnerco bo call- 
ed together, and lot our posiUon as a 
portion of the Dominion bo properly 
canvassed; as mombers of that body 
they owe such an investigatioD to this 
oommanity. . After due coosideration 
of the y rions conditions upon which 
we could equitably eater tbe Oonfed- 
racy, such siipalationi should be added 
as would be perfectly consonant with 
oommeioe as pursued on tbe Pacific 
Coast. It must also be borne in mind 
that there are numberless peooliariiios 
about commercial usages on the Paci". 
flc that would be thought novel or 
irregular on the Ailanlio ; yet, are the 
best adapted for the habits and man- 
ners of the people here, Thus the cre- 
ation of a Free Port and tho machinery 
of Government ada ited to this CoaBt 
are matters of vital importarco to ub, 
and ehould be maturely considered and 
sabmitted for public approval at onco. 
The time rapidly approaches when tho 
initiative will be taken for our incorpo- 
ration with Caoarla, and Imporial and 
Canadian interests requiring that iLo 
least possible time should bo lost in the 
settlement prelimioaries, many im- 
portant omissions will take place. 
Every one of those omissions will bo a 
fruitful soorce of much tedious negotiation 
afterwards, perhaps deprividg us of some 
of our most profitable trade for a long 
time. The customary praotioe of ne- 
glecting 10 attend to such matters at the 
proper time, and then venting all our 
spleen on tho Qnvernment by way of ex- 
cuse, should be pretty well worn out now; 
wc have done bo much of that kind of 
thiug that it is becoming tiresome. Oar 
present Govommenf, either from a con- 
Bciousnesfl of incompetency, or from some 
other cause not hitherto explained, allows 
itself to be pnramollod and nbu-ied in 
every possible monoer and takes the casti^ 
gation quite complacently. Tho matter 
will be entirely changed. When wo get 
into tbe practical hands of the men at 
Ottawo, wo shall be taught another kiiui 
of amuBeraent. But wo digross. The 
duty of the Merchants at this juoctoro is 
plain. They announce thomselrsB in 
favour of Confederation v\ ith Free Port. 
Witbont Free Port they don't want 
Oenfederation. Very well; let them take 
tbe proper steps to ascertain what privx 
ileges they will acquire by uniting tbemo 
selves with Oaoada. They are reasoning 
moD, thinklDg men. They iSent but did 
not break before adverse commet'cial 
gales that few countries, new or old, have 
been called on to encounter. Let them, 
then, take this little business in their own 
hands and satisfy thomsclvos that they 
will recover that privilege under Confed- 
eration which tlioy lost under Union. 
Our individual opinion is that Free Port 
nud Confoderutiou ore incompatiblo, and 
that those poliUcinns wbopramiso ns both 
by tbo acceptance of onoare .seeking lo play 
upon tho credulity of their follow coN 
ODilts and to involve them in negotiations 
from which there will bo no rolroat. We 
may be miotaken In this view of the case; 



but it is our earnest conviction, noverthe • 
less. With tho Chamber of Commorco 
rests the responsibility of solving tho 
problem to the satisfaction of themselves 
and the country. VVill tho Cbambor act?

We'are aware that the gr'evancu 
ariso!^ froin a deleciive svetem ol Govern- 
ment that compels the aitendinoe of these 
functionaries 60 faraway troin the eceno of 
their duties i bat we trust that eome arrarge- 
mants may be made that will admit ol tbe 
Commisnooera attending to their several 
charges, at least, far a longer peiiod of each 
year than at preseiit.
